T Installing a Driver for a Local Connection A 

Firstly, install a printer driver onto a locally-connected computer. Installing 
the printer driver onto this computer first allows test printing in real time when the 
driver is installed onto a PC connected to a network. 

Confirm the cable is properly connected; the printer power is turned on; and 
if the printer has Print, Online or other buttons in addition to the power button, check 
all buttons are configured to allow printing. 

• Starting the Add Printer Wizard 

Confirm the connection status, and click Start, Settings, and Printers to 
display the Printers window. Double-click Add Printer in the window (Window 1). 
The Add Printer Wizard starts and printer setup starts. Click Next. 

• Connecting a Printer 

Next, specify an option to connect the printer. This example describes the 
setup for a computer directly connected to a printer; leave the default setting (local 
printer), and click Next (Window 2). 

• Manufacturer and Model of Printer 

Specify the manufacturer and model of the printer. Firstly, select and click 
the manufacturer of the connected printer from the Manufacturers list (Window 3). 

Models of the selected manufacturer are displayed in the Printers box. Click 
the model name of the connected printer and click Next. 

If the model name of the connected printer is not found in the Printers box, or 
if a printer driver comes with the purchased printer, see Page 55. 
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• Specifying a Printer Port 

Specify the port to be used for the printer. For this example, select the port to 
which the printer cable is connected (Window 4). Usually, a regular printer is 
connected to a parallel port (LPT1); in this case, click Next. 

• Name of Printer 

Give a name to the printer. As the default setting, the manufacturer's model 
name is displayed. In this example, a local connection is assumed and the name Local 
Printer is entered (Window 5). The default setting can also be applied, but if there is a 
possibility of extending the system, for example by connecting several printers, it is 
recommended to give a different name. If several printers of the same model are to be 
installed in a network, it is good practice to clearly allocate different names or numbers, 
such as XX No. 1, XX No. 2. For a printer name, two-byte characters (Japanese Kana 
characters or Kanji characters) can be used. 

Give the printer a name, and click Next. 

• Print Testing 

Specify whether to conduct print testing. Click the Yes option button and 
click Finish. 

Even if this test is not conducted, there will be no problem when using the 
printer; however it is recommended to test printing at this stage. The printer driver is 
automatically copied and a dialogue box that notifies completion of the print testing. 
Then the Windows 98 printer test is printed. 

Depending on the model of printer in use, a message that requires the 
Windows 98 Setup disc may be displayed. In this case, insert the system disc into the 
CD-ROM drive and click OK. 

It may take some time until the Windows 98 printer test is completed 
depending on the printer's performance; if all the previous procedures have been 
completed, printing will be completed without fail. Confirm the Windows 98 printer 
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test is completed without any problem and then click the Yes button on the next 
window, Print Testing Completed; a printer icon with the previously set name is 
displayed in the Printers window.

Installing to a Computer Connected to a Network 

Next, install a driver to the networked computer. Again, confirm the cable 
connection, and the printer power is turned on. In the case of a printer connected to a 
network, if the power of the print server set up in the previous section (a PC to which 
the printer is locally connected) is not turned on, the printer can not be used; please 
take note of this point. 

To install the driver of a network printer, almost the same procedures to set 
up a local printer are applied; this section explains those procedures that differ from the 
setup of a local printer. 

In accordance with the Wizard and using the same procedures to install a 
driver to a local printer, proceed to the window to select a connection for the printer; 
select the Network Printer option button and click Next (Window 9). 

Specify the path or queue for the network printer. It is possible to directly 
enter any path in the Network path or queue name box. However, as it is good practice 
to display the printer connection status, and find the printer to be connected, click 
Browse (Window 10). 

The Browse for Printer window appears and printer connection status is 
displayed (Window 11). Click "+" attached to the left side of the computer icon 
displayed in the box and then, the printer connected to the computer is displayed. Click 
the icon of the printer to be used and click OK. 

The Add Printer Wizard is displayed again and in the Network path or queue 
name box, the path is displayed (Window 12). Click Next. If a MS-DOS application is 
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used, click the Yes option button. In this example, however, it is assumed the MS-DOS 
application is not used; leave the option button default setting at No and proceed to the 
next step. 

Carry out the same procedures as installation to a local printer. When 
installation is finished, print a sample document. When the Windows 98 printer test 
was completed without any problem at the installation of the printer driver, printing 
will be carried out successfully. 
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
